THE LIBERAL PROGRAMME. 


Toronto Week: The liberal premier 
has been announcing his programme. 
The topies relating to domestic matters 
dealt with by him are: 1. A reform 
of the tariff. On this point Mr. Laurier 
says: .‘‘I declare on this occasion that 
we will proceed with caution in order 
not to injure the established interests. 
Such is the programme of the liberal 
party. We are to have « session on 
tie 18th of August, but it will be very 
short. We will vote the budget and 
nothing more. There will be no legis- 
lation. We will provide for the public 
expenditure, nothing more. The 
changes in the tariff will be deferred 
to the new session, which will be heid 
in January or February. Until the: 
what shall we do? We shall communi- 
cate with the managers of industries, 
manufactures, etc., and together wa 
shall elaborate # fiscal policy which will 
be of a nature to lighten the burden of 
taxes which lie upon this country.” 2. 
The interests of Agriculture. ‘It is 
not for any goverment to raise the price 
of your farm products, but we can re- 
duce the price of what you must pur- 
chase for your consumption. That is 
what we want to do. We can also 
facilitate the sale of your products by 
establishing rapid transist and facilitas- 
ing communication ‘with European 
markets, and this we will do before 
long.” 3, Development of the North- 
west. ‘What we want to dois to in- 
crease the population and thus decrease 
your expenses, and to attain that end 
we shall develop the Northwest.” 4. 
Settlement of the Manitoba school 
question. ‘I only want six months in 
which to settle the question, and, If I 
am not mistaken, before that time is 
over the question will be settled with- 
out exciting the prejudices of anybody 
and rendering justice to whom justice 
is due.” This domestic programme, if 
carried out, will put Mr. Laurier on the 
topmest pinnacle of success, He will, 
if he succeeds in his anticipations, earn 
the undying gratitude of Canada. 

As our foreign relations Mr. Laurier 
speaks as follows: 1. With England— 
“Another plank of our platform. to 
which I draw your attention is our re- 
lation with Old England. Our party 
has always been represented on the 
other side as a party of rebels, who 
would try to break all colonial ties. 1 
am of the French race, like yourselves, 
but I do not hesitate to declare that I 
am a loyal subject of Her Majesty. 
This is a free country, and it is because 
we are a free people that we are loyal 
subjects. Fifty years ago our fathers 
went to arms to fight and die for their 
liberty and their rights. If I had been 
living then I, perhaps, would have done 
the same, but I am not living in 1837. 
We are now in 1896, and if we have 
the rights of all British subjects we also 
have the same responsibilities. But 
from a commercial standpoint our re- 
lations might be better. The English 
market is open toail of the rations of 
the world on equal footing. It might 
be possible to obtain from England a 
preferential treaty which would be ex- 
clusively for our products.”

A NEW ERA.

DL. G. MeQucen, has a six column 
article in the Dundas Banner on Cana- 
dian affairs, which is a retrospect of 
the political situation. As to the 
lessons of the elections he says: 

What are some of the teachings of 
the late elections? 


(1) That we err if we consider the 
victory as purely a liberal triumph. It 
is a triumph for the liberals, but a large 
number of conservatives cast. their 
ballots in opposition to the government, 
which, while it claimed to represent 
that party, has so far departed from the 
traditions of its best days that they re- 
fused to support them any longer. 
They put the welfare of their country 
before party traditions, they felt that it 
was time they had a change and they 
voted for it. There were others, and 
many of them, who never voted liberal 
in thei: lives, who, wishing to preserve 
their traditions of loyalty to their party, 
refrained from voting altogether. The 
vidtory has been achieved by the al- 
jiance of the best men of all parties, and 
for that reason, affords deeper cause for 
gratitude, and firmer ground of hope 


_ for the future of our country. 


(2) Our fellow citizens of the pro- 
vince. of Quebec have given unmistak- 
able evidence of the determination to 
assert their right to liberty of con- 
science and the exercise of private 
judgment in their use of the franchise. 


Their action in the Jate contest is 
buke to those who have hitherto look 
upon them and spoken of them as bein 
comp'etely under the control of theit 
spiritual leaders and without any fixed 
political principles which they dared to 
exercise according to the conyictions of 
their consciences, or their judgment of 


what was expedient in the management. 


of the public affairs of the country. 
That fact, taken together with the 
sundering of purely party ties and the 
alliance of the best men of all parties 
in the other provinces, especially in 
Ontario, opens up a new era in the 
political life of the Dominion, and one 
full of hope for the drawing more close- 
ly together and completely unifying the 
various elements of the population of 
ourcommon country, with the common 
object of lifting the whole conduct of 
our public affairs into a higher plane of 
moral practice and into a purer atmos- 
phere of political morality ; and as the 
men in office are simply the reflex of 
those who place them there, the respon- 
sibility for bringing about that better 
state of things rests with the people 
themselves, rests with, and devolves 
upen each individual elector in the 
Dominion. 

And while aside from all other mat- 
ters claiming the attention of the gov- 
ernment, matters of industrial or com- 
mercial, concern or the development 
of our resources, the whole department- 
al management of affairs at the capital 
need a thorough investigation and _re- 
novation. It might be necessary to 
appoint a commission with the most 
ample powers and unlimited time, to 
overhaul and and examine into the past 
management and present condition of 
the civil service in all its ramifications 
exposing wrongdoing wherever it is 
found, fixing blame and inflicting pun- 
ishment wherever it is deserved, re- 
moving and dismissing ail useless and 
incompetent officials, not only in spirit 
of retaliation or harshness, but.in the 
very opposite, but at the same time to 
reduce the number of officials and cost 
of administration to the lowest point 
consistent with the efficient conduct 
of the affairs of the country, in all its 
departments and every relation. 

And if the government is to do this 
efficiently and successfully, then it must 
be sustained and upheld by those who 
have entrusted them with the manage- 
ment of their affiairs. must know that 
it has behind it the moral support and 
active sympathy of the people of this 

: country not only in dismissing the use- 
less or incompetent, but in refusing to 
appoint those who are not needed, those 
who think that it is their turn to get an 
office now, that the other fellows are out 
and they ought to get in. Any gov- 
ernmént who will refuse to grant the 
demands of such a class, will be sure 
to make enemies. But the government 
that has the moral courage to adhere 
to the right in opposition to 
such demands is the one .that merits 
the cordial support of every well wisher 
of this country. 

The real battle for purity and integ 
rity of administration has only begun, 
and just as surely as what has been 
achieved is the result of determined 
effort and severe conflict, so surely 
must these efforts be continued and that 
conflict waged if we are to maintain 
and establish what has already been 
secured ; the power to do so is in the 
hands of the people and on them rests 
the responsibility. 


IN THE FAR NORTH. 


Free Press: From sunrise till sun- 
set over snow clad ridges and into the 
intervening gullies over stretches of 
frozen marsh, and through thick grow- 
ths of timber, spruce, poplar and cotton 
wood the missionary of the far north 
makes his pastoral journeys. When 
darkness puts an end to further ad- 
vance he clears a small space of ground 
from snow, covers the bottom with 
spruch brush, kindles a fire at one end, 
rolls himself in his blanket, and thus 
spends the long and lonely vigils of the 
night. Sometime in the second day of 
this journey, perhaps, a snowshoe track 
would be found and followed up until 
it leads to a tent. Here is an Indian 
and family encamped in the snow, and 
either revelling in full plenty of moose 
steaks and venison, or, as is more likely 
the case, without a particle of food in 
sight and with no sure prospect of any. 
The missionary is always welcome. for 
be is minister, doctor and friend to all. 
He shares his small supply of provisions 
for he has to carry with him enough 
for his own wants during the tripy not 
because the Indian is inhospitable—he 
is always ready to :share what he has 
—but from the fact that there may not 
be a meal in the whole round of his 
visits, assists them in whatever way he 
can and pushes on to tie next camp. 


This is the life of a missionary among 
the Indians in the far north, as given to 
a Free Press reporter yesterday by Rev. 
Malcolm Scott, of Vermillion, Peace 
River, Athabasca. Stripped of all the

Crees, and these gain a living by hunt- 
ing and trapping. Years when rabbits 
and large game are plentiful the In- 
dian’s lot is not so bad, when both of 
these fail, he starves. A  winter’s 
catch for an Indian is between 200 and 
1,500 skins. “Skin-way” is a term 
used to designate a certain value in fur, 
originally that of beaver, but of course 
now much changed. A beaver is now 
valued at six to eighteen skins, a 
marten three to five skins, a bear from 
twenty to forty skins, and a silver fox, 
if 2 good one, will be worth 200 skins. 
On the other hand two skins will buy a 
pound of tea or four yards of print ; and 
ten skins a blanket. The output of 
that single fort.in a year would be over 
4,000 marten skins. 

Mr. Scott returns to his charge im- 
mediately after the general synod meet- 
ing, which will be held early in Septem- 
ber, taking with him his “son and 
daughter, who have been attending 
school in the city for some time.

CORRESPONDENCE. 


Epiror BULLETIN. . 

Sir: About two years ago the electorate 
of the town became so much interested in 
the necessity for the. establishment of a 
public market, where farmers of the sur- 
rounding country could take their produce, 
and buyers could go to buy what they need- 
ed, and the question was brought so promin- 
ently before’ the candidates for municipal 
honors, thét.awith one exception I believe 
every member elected to the.council for the 
year 1895, were pledged to at least provide 
a market site. Then again this yeura large 
majority of the council are similarly pledg- 
ed, yet in the faceof all this, what do we 
find has been done? In the fall of last year 
the council did ask for offers of land for a 
market site, but, although some very favor- 
able offers were made, there the matter end- 
ed, and so far as I am aware, the first move 
in the direction of the purchase of a market 
lot has yet to be made. The present time 
is a most opportune one for the purchase of 
8 lot/as the value of town property is as low 
as it is likely ever to be, and the council 
should attend to the matter at once, 
especially as a large majority of the rate- 
payers are injavor of the immediate pur- 
chasé of alot in some suitable locality and 
large enougi for all future requirements. 

The longer ‘the matter is delayed the 
harder it will be to find a suitable location 
and the higher the price will be. I can see 
no object in further delay ‘especially as it 
will no doubt be an investment, that will 
pay the corporation financially if properly 
managed as well as being a great accommo- 
dation to the public. I have heard some talk 
outside” the council of renting a piece of 
property for temporary use. This I think 
would be very unwise for the council to do, 
as if this was done the market would be 
established at that place and the property 
would have to be bought eventually, and 
the town. would then be at the mercy of the 
owners. I would strongly advise the pur- 
on of « good sized square as soon as 
possible. Hoping that the present council 
will not let their term expire without at- 
tending to this very necessary undertaking.

GENERAL NEWS. 


Montreal Trade Review says: The end of 
Soho Foundry, Birmingham, England, the 
famous works of Boulton & Watt, the cradle 
of the steam engine, and the first mechanical 
engineering shops the world ever saw, 
recently broken up and brought to the 
auctioneer’s hammer, conjure up many 
memories of the past, and, whether viewed 
in the light of the historical associations’ 
recalled or'the lessons of the changes time 
brings, is well worthy of some passing com- 
ment at our hands. Soho Foundry was built 
in 1775, and covered an area of cver nintecn 
acrec ; its foundation was due to the rapidly 
extending business of Boulton & Watt, who 
found their existing works quite unable to 
cope with the ever increasing demand for the 
new steam engine. 

Winnipeg Commercial : The question has 
arisen, that in the event of the adoptien of 
the free silver policy in the United Siates, 
what would be the situation of Canadian 
policy holders in United States companies ? 
If Canadian elaims could be paid in United 
States silver currency, under free silver, it 
would he equai toa payment at the present 
ratio of silver to gold, of a little better than 
50 per cent. of the claim. Dominion in- 
spector of insurance, Fitzgerald, states his 
belief that the United States companies 
will take steps to assure their policy holders 
in Canada that their policies will be paid in 
the lawful money of this country, in case of 
the adoption of free silver ‘in the United 
States.
